"FIREPROOF" MAIDEN LANE. 


The Precious Metul IMstrict Almost Ex- 


cmpt from Uiff Conflagrations. 


Afaiden lone has been singularly free 


froai destructive fires for many years, 
pud there is a superstition among the 
jewelry tnd diamond merchants of that 
! a'"ct that tlio lane will never succumb 
to lljmcs or streams of water, and that 
tho old rickety buildings lining it on 
both sides arc pretty nearly "fireproof." 


The records of the fire patrol, which 


jro back to 1S74, prove that iu the last 
• i;;hteen years 11!} fires have taken place 
in that neighborhood, all of which were 
i f little account. Those fires which af- 
fected jewelry establishments were the 
most insignificant of the lot, and their 
stock wn^ never damaged by any fire. 


This seems strange, for the reason 


that in the majority of houses occupied 
by jewelers numberless small 
and 


rickety rooms are vised as .smelting fur- 
naces and workshops, vrith plenty of op- 
portunities for creating heat and flames. 


1 talked with a number of merchants 


located in the precious metal district, 
between Broadway and William street, 
a;icl all of them said they had never lost 
a cent by lire. Ono of the reasons for 
this happy state of affairs is their ex- 
treme cautiousness. They have watch- 
men constantly on the promises to guard 
against thieves, and these mori are bound 
to look out for conflagrations likewise. 
Whenever there is tho slightest cause 
for danger tho thick doors of the safes 
are locked i0,a jiffy, and all hands in the 
building combine to remove that catise. 


As ouo of the "Maiden laners" ex- 


pressed himself, there is no inducement 
for fires either. All the wealth the jew- 
eler's stock represents is kept in safes, 
tho doors of which may be barred in an 
instant. Even if there was a firebug 
among that respectable class of mer- 
chants he would not dare set fire to hia 
building in order to claim insurance on 
his Block, for huch a thing would give 
'iim uw<\y in tin instant.

Oil 
r.nd paint stores are mostly responsible 
for conflagrations in that vicinity —New 
York Herald.
